| Sedateness and Good Taste 


Mark His Methods 


Straightforward Simplicity 
Impresses Hearers

WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.-—-Cool- 
idge as campaigner is the despair 
of the opposition and the delight of 
his friends. Of the three kinds of 
campaigning now prevalent his is 
the sedatest, smoothest, slickest ar- 
ticle offered the electorate. It is 
feline In its subtlety and tmpeccable 
in its taste, and it looks as easy as 
eating breakfast. 

He clears the big desk in the big 
oval room at the executive end of 
the White House—the desk that 
has an American flag on a nine-foot 
staff fastened to its right-hand side 
~—he takes a little memorandum 
book from the left-hand breast 
pocket of his gray sack coat and 
glances at the hours and occasions 
noted in it, he slicks his sandy hair 
and he walks with a combination 
of primness ,and unassumingness 
out to’ what ‘in Northampton they 
would call the back yard. 

Arrived there he takes off his 
hat, puts on his spectacies and set- 
tles himself to the fruity task of 
making 600 votes in ten minutes. 

He looks undersized—although 
he is not—as he stands there, and 
his voice is gritty and when he ut- 
ters the word “truth,” which is one 
of his frequent words, he pro- 
nounces it “ter-rewth.” 

Like that, when one day he was 
speaking of one of the defenders of 
the republic. “He became,” said 
the little man behind the spectacles, 
“a leader of men by being a follow- 
er of the ter-rewth.” 


IMPRESSION ON CROWD 
The way to get the effect the 
President's speeches create is not 
to stand near his bodyguard or 
his aides the way the veteran 
Washington reporters usually do, 
but to let yourself be backed into 
a hedge along with the fringe of 
the mee gg the President is ad- 
dressin Then you get the com- 
ment r ght off the griddle. When 
he said that about Lincoln becom- 
ing a leader of men by being a 
follower of truth, a man on the 
fringe of the delegation put his 
Fand over his mouth and whis- 
pered to his friend, “Gee, he said 
that neat.” 
The fact that Calvin Coolidge 
sald it unpretentiously, that he 
looked unpretentious when he said 
it, and that he said it with «a 
Yankee twang straight out of the 
old homestead did not, I suspect, 
diminish its effect upon the un- 
pretentious man who it. 
Another day the President fin- 


ished his speech, stood with the 


delegation until he and it were 
photographed and tren without 
any ado he clapped on his hat and 
made for the little tron gate open- 
ing on a path that leads from the 
lawn into a tiny patch of garden 
at the south entrance of the ex- 
ecutive end of the White House.

of business in a business-like way. 
Those men of business loved it 
and all along the line they sang 
out “good-by” in just his way. 

Another time an outsider was 
present at the regular Tuesday 
“conference,” as they call it— 
though I never heard any confer- 
ring done there——which the Presi- 
dent accords newspapermen. One 
of the stupid questions asked him 
was what he thought about the 
reported loss of one of the world 
fiyers, who was said to have per- 
ished in Alaska. “The loss,’ he 
replied, “if a fact, is deeply re- 
grettable—but it was known that 
the assignment involved ; peril.” 
When the conference broke up, the 
outsider, an extremely business- 
like man from Chicago, said: 
“Wasn't he on the square in the 
answer he gave about that fiyer. 
Anybody else would have pulled 
sob stuff, I like him.” 

Where the subtle part of Calvin 
Coolidge’s current campaigning 
comes in is that he makes every 
audience, every delegation he talks 
to, feel that it is just the audi- 
ence, just the delegation he has 
been waiting for, and just the 
audience and just the delegation 
whose problems are especially in- 
teresting and important not to him 
alone, but to the country. 


COMPREHENSIVE INTEREST 
Probably that is not subtlety but 
the effect of the President’s own 
patient, comprehensive interest in 
re that amount to something. 

TO such affairs he pays attention 
and so when he talks about them 
he commands attention. He thinks 
the study of Greek and Latin in 
American schools an important 
matter for several reasons. One 
of them is, he said, because the 
Greeks and Romans were “nor 
merely the writers and speakers of 
great thoughts but the doers of 
greater deeds,’ and another is be- 
cause, as he put it, “no question 
can be adequately comprehended 
without knowing its historical 
background.” But the sentence in 
his address on the classics that 
most made the patient, plodding 
scholars of the American Classica! 
League warm to him and made 
them .feel. that he comprehended 
and respected patience and plod- 


ding was the sentence in which he 


defined culture. He did it in seven 
words, saying 
“Culture is ‘the product of con- 


tinuing effort 


In the same address he packed 
his familiar friend ‘“Ter-Rewth” 
into an epigram, thus: 


“The only road to freedom liles 
through a. knowledge of the ter- 
rewth.” 

FASY TO REMEMBER 

The supreme skill of a Coolidge 
address is that each one carries 


two or three and sometimes a half- 


dozen short easily-remem- 
bered, easily-q ed sentences that 
sum wp the problems or the 
achievements or the aspirations of 
the particular delegation standing 
before Coolidge. The result is that 
when the delegates pass out of the 
White House where they have met 
him, or out of the hall where he 
has come to meet him, you hear 
them saying to one another—did 
you get that what he said about 
what a workingman sells? and 
then they quote this eleven-word- 


er: 

“In its last analysis, what the 
workingman selis in his intelli- 
gence.” 

One quiet little sentence like that 
coming ping at a workingman as 
he stands bareheaded out on the 
lawn before his little bareheaded 
Yankee uncle with the gritty, in- 
cigive voice sends that workingman 
out of the White House grounds 
doing a heap of thinking. 

Once when he was depretating 
what he detests, the passion for 
making new laws, the President 


tickled attention by saying: 
“One good newspaper is better 
than many criminal laws.”

Condition Bars His Early 
Participation in Campaign, 
Physician Says

BALTIMORE (Md.) Oct. 14,— 
William G. McAdoo, former Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, who is a 
patient at Johns-Hopkins Hospi- 
tal here, will probably have to re- 
main at the institution another 
week, his physician, Dr. Hugh H. 
Young, said in a statement to- 
night. The physician added that 
Mr. McAdoo should not undertake 
the strenuous work of participat- 
ing in the Presidential campaign 
until some time after his release. 

Mr. McAdoo underwent an op- 
eration for the removal] of gravel 
from the bladder about nine days 
ago. His convalescencea.Dr. Young 
said, is necessarily slow. although 
the results of the operation were 
entire satisfactory. The  pbhysi- 
clan’s statement said: | 

“Mr. William G. McAdoo has 
been urging me to allow him to 
leave the hospital so that he may 
fulfll his desire to make some 
speeches in the Presidential cam- 


paign. 

“As hie physician, however. T 
must emphatically state that such 
a course at this time would be 
distinctly inadvisable. While the 
results of the operation have been 


-entirely satisfactory and there have 


been no complications, at the 
same time, the convalescence is 
necessarily slow, and he will prob- 
ably have to remain here a week 
longer and then should have a 
perfod rest and quiet before 
undertaking any fatiguing or stren- 
uous work or pleasure.”

Thies line is an index of the total 


advertising in The Times since 


1915, and on the basis of the 
proposition developed by the Har- 


vard Economic Bervice, the index 


is utilized here to forecast business 


conditions in Los Angeles. Busi- 


hess movements are represented by 
bank clearings, the best index 


available at this time, although 
debits to individual accounts are 
preferable if complete records 
were in existence. 


‘FORECASTS BUSINESS 

Over the five-year period to 
1924, the advertising appears to 
move in advance of business as 
measured by bank clearings by a 
period varying from. one to three 
months or more. This priority of 
movement holds until the extra- 
ordinary conditions of 1923 in- 


Yfated bank clearings beyond their 


true condition, and destroyed the 
value of the line for the purpose 
of accurate comparison. 

A more interesting and a more 
®atisfactory story is told in 1924. 
The trend of the business line in- 
dicates that the speculative hys- 
teria existent In the business situa- 
tion in 1523 has been nearly elim- 
inated, and that business is now 
working One a stabilized level. 
There may be a moderate con- 
tinuation in the decline of the 
clearings index, but the movement 
of the forecasting line points to 
normal business for the remainder 
of this year and at least in the 
early part of 1925. 

The present year is clearty one 
of readjustment after the hectic 
experience of 1928. The squeezing 
out of speculative water orig- 
inating In the reckless abandon- 
ment 'to promises of speculative 
profita in real estate and oil ia a 
healthy operation; and it is now 
apparent that a Daasi« of stabiliza- 
tion has been attained. The sharp 
rise In the business index between 
December of last year and January, 
1924, was the last gasp with which 
euch business aberrations usually 


conclude. 
NEW BASIS 


Business activity need not re- 
turn to its levele of 1922, for in- 
stance, before coming tnto normal 
strides. The introduction of new 
capital, the starting of new dg 


normal]! 
raised a ge. foundation on 


which trade and commerce rest. 
Until 1928, the advertising index 
faithfully prophesied the major 
fluctuations In the business index. 
By increasing expenditures fo? ad- 
vertising, the retail merchants, 
the wholesalers and the manufac- 


turers of innumerable commodities | & 


demonstrated their confidence in 
the future of their respective enter- 
prises, and In nearly all cases the 
business index followed shortly 
afterward. An interesting feature 
of the fluctuations of the adver- 
tising line is that it seems to fore- 
cast the downward turn of busi- 
ness more readily than the ur- 
ward movements. This tendency 
illustrates the fact that the crea- 
tion of a confident feeling In busi- 
ness is a cumulative process and 
necessarily a slow one.
